MOTHER AWAKES; 

f INDS BABE DEAD ON 
HER ARM ON PILLOW 

Saturday morning at 7:10 when Mrs. 
Roy Burns of Catalpa avenue, Wauke- 
gan, awakened and started to K<'t"P* 
she moved her little two months' old 
babe from her arm where an hour pre- 
viously she had placed her when nurs- 
ing her. 

The body felt cold. She grew alarm- 
ed and quickly peered at the child. It 
was dead. Dead on its mother's 

The tragedy proved one 
dest that has occurred in a long time 
because of the unusual circumstances. 
The mother naturally is almost pros- 
trated. . , „ J 
Being unwilling to believe the chi d 
was dead, Mrs. Burns immediately 
called Dr. Jolly who hastened to the 
home, only to announce to the heart- 
broken mother that the babe was deadj 
and his services likely would have been 
unavailing had he arrived much earlier. 
Blood had trickled from the child s 
nose and an inquest was held to Investi- 
gate the case of its death which is be- 
lieved to have come from hemorrhages. 
It was about 6 six o'clock that the 
mother turning over to where her little 
baby Lillian lay slumbering, watched 
her with a mother's admiration. Then 
the little thing moved and opened her 
eyes. The mother's instinct told her 
that the babe wanted its morning meal 
and she nursed her. Then the little tot 
dropped of into a sound sleep again and 
the mother still holding her on her 
arm, dozed on satisfled in the happiness 
of motherhood and waiting until she 
felt it was time to get up for the day. 
As she dozed and half dreamed of the 
joy of her little babe which lay nestling 
clorie to her breast, the child breathed 
on apparently all right. Then Mrs. 
Burns dropped to sleep and awakened 
about 7:10 with the above results. 

A natural question which was put to 
the mother: "Was it possible that you 
accidently rolled on the babe in such a 
manner that it was stified." brought 
forth a horified and emphatic protest 
against such o suggestion which is na- 
tural under such circumstance, and ing 
which the coroner put to the mother. 
But Mrs. Burns is positive beyond any 
doubt on tliis point and the conclusion 
ia that the babe just s&stained an in- 
ternal hemorrhage due to conditions 
which had not shown themselves pre- 
viously, all along the babe had seemed 
perfectly well and sound.

CLOTHES CAUSES 

SERIOUS BURNS 

CiifTord Crittenden. 18 years old, a 
young man residing with his mother at 
RuBsell, was severely burned on laat 
[Thursday night when his gasoline-soak- 
ed clothing became ignited. For aever- 
I al moments he resembled a blazing 
tjrch. Then the presence of mind of a 
woman living nearby in smothering the 
flames saved his life. 

Young Crittenden had driven his 
mother's automobile to the L. C, Nellis 
btucksmiih shop at Russell, about nine 
o'clock Thursday night. In assisting 
with the work of making repairs Crit- 
tenden crawled under the car and un. 
screwed a pipe leading from the gaso- 
line tank. He forgot that he had not 
shut off the flow of gasoline. 

A movent later the gasolins gushed 
out of the tank, drenching him from 
head to foot. A lighted lantern stood 
I nearby to furnish light for the repair 
work. The flame ignited the gasoline 
vapor and an explosion followed. Crit- 
tenden attempted to get out of his 
dangerous position but failed, his 
clothing was blazing from head to foot 
when he emerged. 

A Miss Zander who lived next door 
heard the boy's cries and took in the 
situation at a glance. With rare pres- 
ence of mind she grabbed up a piece of 
carpet and hurrying to the blacksmith 
shop rolled the boy in it and extinguish- 
ed the fire. This was not before hia 
face, head, hands and parts of his body 
were severely burned. Mr. Nellis, pro- 
prietor of the shop also was burned

USE OF OILS AND PERFUMES 

One of the Most Ancient Customs Still 

Maintained In the Lands of 

the Orient. 

Tho uso of ungents applied to tho 
hair and skin as an act of toilet Is an 
ancient custom, especially In connec- 
tion with cleansing and bathing. 
Among tho Jews It was an almost 
daily practice to mako use of oils and 
perfumes. 

Luxury led to specially scented oils 
often as a sign of joy. discontinued 
during tho time of mourning, and re- 
sumed as a sign of favor and pros- 
perity. 

The anointing of guests on arrival 
or at feasts was customary In Christ's 
time. Simon's failure of hospitality In 
this respect Is commented upon by 
our Lord. 

Some modem dwellers In tho Orient, 
perpetuating tho ancient customs In 
an Ignorant and depraved form, too 
frequently omit tho bathing, which In 
ancient times always preceded tho 
anointing, and only the perfumes re- 
main. Certain perfumes have been 
almost wholly monopolized by certain 
undesirable classes of people. 

The brighter, cleaner survivals of 
the ancient custom aro met with In 
tho dally life at weddings, where 
guests are met with showers of rose 
leaves, or sprayed with rose water, 
cologno water, orange flower water, 
wbllo most mostly ointments are ap- 
plied to fae hands and face.— The 
Christian Herald.

DIstresB Is Universal Call 

for Assistance. 

In talking with the wireless operator 
many ship passengers ask tho meaning 
of the threo letters used In the dis- 
tress signal. "S. 0. S." There seems 
to bo a general opinion that tho letters 
are the abbreviation of three separate 
words with a deflnlto meaning. Per- 
sons of an imaginative trend will tell 
you that the letters stand for "Savo 
our ship," "Send out succor," Sink 
or swim," or some such meaning. 
Tho letters signify nothing but that a 
ship Is In distress and In need of as- 
sistance. The call Is used by all na- 
tions as a universal code, that any 
wireless operator, regardless of tho 
language he speaks, can Immediately 
Intercept the call of distress.

The president of the United States 
was recently lauded by the press, and 
very properly so, for suggesting medi- 
ation between the engineers and rail- 
road managers In adjuating their 
schedule of time and pay. The engi- 
neers threatened to strike If their 
wages were not Increased from ap- 
proximately ten to eleven dollars per 
day and service reduced from ten to 
eight hours and a similar readjust- 
ment of the overtime schedule. Our 
women are working in the field, many 
of them barefooted, for less than 50 
cents per day, and their schedule Is 
the rising sun and the evening star. 
and after the day's work Is over they 
milk the cows, slop the hogs and rock 
the baby to sleep. Is anyone mediat- 
ing over their nroblems. and to whom 
shall they threaten a strike? 

Congress has listened approvingly 
to those who toil at the forge and be- 
hind the counter, and many of our 
statesmen have smiled at the threats 
and have fanned the flame of unrest 
among Industrial laborers. Rut wom- 
en are as surely the final victims of 
industrial warfare as 'they are the 
faurdon-bn.irers In the war between na- 
tions, and those who arbitrate and 
mediate the dlfferenceg between -capi- 
tal and labor should not forgot that 
vvhen (he expenses of any industry are 
unnecesfiarlly Incroasod, society foots 
the bill by drafting a now consignment 
of womon from the home to the fipld. 
Pinch no Crumb From Women's Crust 
of Bread. 
Ko finaniClal award can be made 
without !?ompone footing the bill, and 
we commend to those who accpt the 
responsibility of the distribution of tn- 
dustrlnl lustlcG. the still small voice of 
thp woman in the field as she plends 
for mercy, and we beg that they pinch 
no crumb from her crust of bread or 
put another patch upon her ragged 
garments.

About Machine Guns. 

Every day In the newspapers therft 
crop up Incidents dealing with the ef- 
fect of machine-gun fire, and an enor- 
mous number of these weapons are 
doing their deadly work today. 

In tho British army Iho machine 
gun Is tho Maxlin; the French use tho 
HotchklBB. or Puteaux; Austrlans em- 
ploy tho Schwarzlose, and Gcrmana 
tho Maxim. In all cases raachine guns 
are attached to the Infantry forces, 
usually at tho proportion of two guna 
per battalion, or 1,000 men. 

These guns fire rifle cartridges at 
Immense speed by mechanical means, 
and usually tho kick, or recoil, of tha 
gun Is used for tho purpose ofc reload- 
ing. It Is interesting to note that In 
a test 42 British flrst-ciass shots en- 
gaged against a machine gun, each 
firing nt the same target for ono min- 
ute, tho gun discharged 228 rounds 
nnd made G9 hits, the 42 marksmen 
discharged 40S rounds and made C2 
hits.
